he 1995 Montala was distributed and produced by fifteen dedicated sta 

members. Senior editors were Kelli Fountain, Renee Byrd, and Camara Fry: 
Advisor Jan Rogers revised and finalized all work before it was sent to Tayle 
Publishing in Dallas, Texas to be printed. A Macintosh Classic II computer wé 
used with Pagevision, a layout program, and Typevision, a copy program, fror 
Taylor. It is the first time that the yearbook has used both copy and layou 
computer programs. Signatures of 16 pages each were shipped to Dallas, Texas fc 
production, photocopying and editting. Shipment deadlines were Novembe 
1,1994, December 15, 1994, January 20, 1995, and the final deadline was Februar 
20, 1995. 
The Montala was printed on enamel 80 weight paper. Smyth binding was used. Th 
dominant typeset used was Times Roman. It included 128 pages with an eight pag 
spring supplement to be issued in August. The endsheet paper of the book wa 
marble black, and the cover was a lithocote cover of black with a black marble inset 
It featured silver foil embossing. The cover inset was computer designed by artist 
Art Wald of Birmingham, Alabama. Embossed names on the cover cost an extr: 
five dollars. The cost of each book was thirty dollars. Sales exceeded 275 copies fo 
the past two years, 
Customer service representative Curtis Wright, and TPC representative Jim Rob 
bins helped the staff throughtout the year by answering questions and helping th 
staff to meet deadlines. 
The theme, ETCHED IN STONE, was selected by the staff at a three-day trainin; 
workshop sponsored by the Alabama Taylor Publishing staff. It was held at thr 
University of Alabama in Tuscaloosa, Alabama.
